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This action is in response to the amendment filed 1 1/15/04. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 9, 14-16, and 47-49 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 16 limits the formation of integrated circuitry to using a single etch chemistry to 
etch a silicon nitride layer (on) an oxide layer (on) a silicon substrate using a plasma of 
ammonia and (Ch4, or C4F6, or C4F8, C2F6, C3F8, or C5F8, or a chlorofluorocarbon at 
a specified range of volume ratio. This limitation, in combination with the other 
limitations of claim 16 is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. The 
applicant's arguments of record (filed 1 1/15/04), specifically that Ding (US 5814563) 
etches silicon oxynitride not silicon nitride as in the amended claims was found to be 
persuasive. Also, the argument that May (US 5,943,585) etches silicon nitride, silicon 
oxide, and silicon in a dry etch technique does not teach a single etch chemistry (a 
technique may be plural etch chemistries) nor specify the etch chemistry (ies) was 
found persuasive. 


Claims 9, 14-15, and 47-49 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed 
claim 16.
